Applicant first conceived, at least as early as the 
beginning of 1996, of combining a chat function with a Web browser leading function, allowing 
a chat participant to lead other participant(s) browsers to any location on the Web, in a networked 
communication environment. Applicant subsequently and diligently reduced the invention to 
practice. See Rule 131 Declaration of Damion Hankejh, attached. England was filed 2/19/98. 
Therefore England is not a suitable 102e reference in this case, and Applicant requests withdrawal
